| Fire Department Drowns Him 


Out of Cellar; He Is Riddled 


Jefferson, Ia, June 21.—[Special.]—For 
three hours this morning a desperate mur- 
derer defended himself in his house against 
the city officers and an angry crowd. The 
fire department drowned him out of the 
cellar, from where he was firing at the crowd, 
and his body was riddled with bullets. — 

City Marshal Swearingen was shot and in- 
Stantly killed by 8. M. Shipman, whom he 
sought to arrest. The trouble originated 
when two boy# on the way toa circus passed 
some remark about Shipman which caused 
him to throw stones at them. They swore 
out warrants for Shipman’s arrest, and the 
city marshal visited Bhipman’s house to 
serve them. 


Kills Marsflal as He Enters House. 

Dr. G. H. Grimmell, Shipman's family 
Physician, went ahead of the marshal to 
persuade Shipman to surrender peaceably. 
Shipman agreed to this, but when Swear- 
ingen and Deputy Sheriff Fred Kendall ap- 
peared at the door he warned them not to 
come in under penaty of death. Swearingen 
started to draw his revolver and Shipman 
fired a load of shot, striking the marshal in 
the lower part of the face and killing him 
instantly. Dr. Grimmell and the deputy beat 


@ retreat, leaving the body of the marshal 


upon the porch. 
Kendall fired at Shipman, wounding him, 


and the murderer shot three times at the 


deputy. | 

Sheriff Anderson immediately went to the 
scene of the shooting, deputising a dozen cit- 
igens to assist him. Hundreds of people gath- 
ered near Shipman’s home, and for three 
hours watched the battle. Five hundred shots 
were poured into the house, Shipman reply- 
ing from windows, cellarway, and door. 

Mrs. Shipman fied to the house of a neigh- 
bor. 

The fire company was called out, and James 
May volunteered to stick a hose in the cellar 
and drown him out. May accomplished his 
work, but Shipman #red upon him from the 
cellar, causing him to retreat. The water 
drove Shipman from the cellar. -He appeared 
at a window and fifty shots were fired at 
him. It then became quiet inside and Ship- 


man’s body was found on the floor, full of’ 


bullets. 

Shipman was an extremely excitable man, 
and had been before the commission on in- 
sanity twice. 


Mob Tries to Lynch Italians. 

New Kensington, Pa., June 21.—Dominick 
Sandof, Tony Madron, and Louis Madron, 
Italians, narrowly escaped lynching early to- 
day at the hands of an infuriated mob of 
several hundred men and boys.

Sweep the Hudson Clear, 
Cornell won the greatest triumph of her 
history in boating. The Ithacans. literally 
swept the Hudson, winning all three events 
in the big regatta, the varsity, the freshman, 


and the four oared races. In each race the © 


crews, coached by Charles Courtney, had to 
fight all the way from start to finish for 
victory. 

In only one of the three races aia the Itha- 
cans dare at any time to let down on their 
speed. The Wisconsin boys won the second 
honors of the day, and to them belongs great 
credjt for the splendid fights which they 
made in the varsity and freshman races, in 
both of which they finished strong second to 
the Ithacans., 

In all three races Columbia finished third. 
In the four. oared Pennsylvania was second, 
but in the varsity race the Quakers finished 


in fourth place, and in the freshman race-+ — 


they were fifth. The university of Syracuse 
beat the Quakers out for fourth place in the 


freshman event, and in the varsity Syracuse .

would win the four oared, and perhaps would 
have done so but for the breaking of an 
oar lock. The Quakers have little to say. 
Pennsy’s most conservative admirers did 
hot expect a much better result, and they 
have mo excuses to make. 

The Georgetown boys were greatly disap- 
pointed in the varsity race, for last night .

Story of Chief Race. 


The story of the big varsity race is the 
record of a hard struggle for all six crews 
for four long miles. For almost a mile the 
long, graceful shells were lapped in the 
struggle. Over the second mile Cornell began 
to gather her lead, but Columbia hung to 
Wisconsin, for second place with a deadly 
grip, while Georgetown was almost nose 
and noge with the New-Yorkers, with Penn- 
sylvania and Syracuse-only a few feet be-

The two leading crews were both unusually 
powerful, and Cornell won by reason of su- 
perior form. Its work was as smooth as that 
of a practice spin. Wisconsin seemed to 
plagh at times, but that was probably due 
to the jerk with the shoulders with which 
the stroke ends as the oar leaves the water. 

The spurt which the,freshmen made in 
their race was a remarkable one and lasted 
from the bridge to the finish line, a mile 
below. The noses of the two boats were so 
close at the Gnieh that the winner was un- 
decided until the bombs announced Cornell's 
victory.

Ability of the Birds to Withstand Se- 
vere Winters Is Proved—Abound 
| din the Northwest. 


Reports from Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota show that the qual! in the south- 
ern parts of those States wintered weil; in 
the northern parts there are no quail, win- 
ter or summer. 
The hardiness of the birds has proved a 
surprise, as in. western Wisconsin and east- 
ern Minnesota the snowtall was the heaviest 
in years. In January it was the bellfef that 
the quail would be almost exterminated. 
In that month came the kiid of snow that 
is the most deadly to ground~-bird life—soft 
and continuous until a Gepth of nearly a 
foot on the level wae reached, then a slight 
rise in temperature followed by a dfizzling

When a storm of this kind comes. the birds 
take shelter under bushes, but the snow 
finds them and covers them.

This gives time for reflection and 
deliberation. It also gives time for the 
advocates of a e#trike to inflame the pas- 
sions of the miners a: 
rash ection. 

At this moment’ the soft coal miners in 


operators and operatives are against a strike. 
They should be. - It has been a: slow, dif- 
ficult matter for them to get the mine own- 
ers to recognize their associations and make 
yearly contracts with them. The miners 
would throw away al} they have gained if 
they were, with no provocation on the part | 
of the operators, to break existing contracts. 

It is possible that even if the miners in 


against a strike their repre- 
sentatives will outvoted in convention 
by the representatives of the anthracite 
miners, who are now out, and of the bitumi- 
nous miners in states where there are no 
agreements, and a sympathetic strike be 
ordered.

Not long ago the Remonstrance, which is 
an auti-woman suffrage paper supported by 
women anti-suffragists, wes able to publish, 
with a kind of suppressed editorial chuckle, 
a long Hst of the defeats which were experi- 
enced by the woman suffrage idea im this 
country during the ycar 1901. The list was 
certainly quite impressive. Alabama, Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut, Indiana, Kansas, Mas- 
sachusetts, New Mexico, Orégon, South Da- 
kota, and Wisconsin hed all cut the throat: 
of at least one woman suffrage bill or resolu- 
tion during the time specified. Of course 
there was a sad interval or two in this series 
of joyful events, but, on the whole, thought 
the Remonstrance, there- could be no doubt 
which side was making greater progress. 

So far.as this country is concerned it may 
be that the Remonstrance is right. When 


apparent that there is at least one country 
in the world in which the star of woman 
suffrage is still in the ascendant. For many 
years the Australians have been experiment- 
ing with the political woman. It was in 
1867 that New South Wales granted its 
women the right of municipal suffrage. The 
other Australian commonweaiths, South 
Australia, West Australia, Tasmania, Vic- 
toria, and Queensland, soon fell into line, 
Then came the fight for the parliamentary 
suffrage. It was found that this was much 
harder to get. Each commonwealth had an 
upper house elected by a restricted constitu- 
ency or else appointed by the crown. Natur- 
ally this upper house was conservative. . It 
represented established rights and customs. 
In most colonies, therefore, it continued to 
defeat woman suffrage bilis passed by the 
lower house and supported, no doubt, by the 
wishes of the people. In 1804, however, 
South Australia gave women the right to 
vote and the right to sit in parliament. In 
1900 West Australia gave the first right but 
not the second, So the case stood when the 
federation of AustraNan colonies was 
formed. Each one of the six colonies had 
given its women the right to vote in municd- 
pal affairs; two had given them the right to 
vote for members of parliament; and one of 
these two had added the right to sit in par- 
liament. Then came the union of the colo-

If thie treaty holds good and the Spanish 
Bourbons are eliminated from any rights to 
thé French throne, then the Orleans branch 
of the Bourbon family, which is descended 
from @® younger brother of King Louis XIV. 
of France, must be considered as the only 
French royal house of Bourbon and the 
prévent duke of Orleans asits chief. - 


The adherents of Gen. Francis ae’ 
bon reply to this that the treaty of 1700 
wee invalid in several particulars: that the 
fike of Anjou had ho power to deprive his 
descendants of their birthright; and that the 
rights of the Anjou or Spanish branch of the 


' house of Bourbon were in no wise affected. 


Don Francis, who is an unattached general 
of division in the Spanish army, takes the 
ground that the real head of the house of 
Bourbon and ite senior chief is Don Carlos, 
as the principal representative of the Anjou 
branch. He declares that Don Carlés re- 
stricts his pretensions to the throne of Spain:

THROUGH LONDON, 


HE approaching coronation of King Bdward 
VIL. with its rich promise of civil pomp, regal 
pageantry, dnd royal splendor recalis with. 
considerable impressiveness the interesting 
epoch of English history when centuries ago 


cede the present King was escorted through 
the streets of London, a pale, sickly youth in 
hls fenth year, to receive the crown which made him ruler 
meeme of the English domains. _ 

ane crowning of Edward VI. was marked by mo such 
jeomony as will mark the official ascent to the throne of 
me Present King of England. His father, King Henry VIil., 
died father unexpectedly on Jan. 28, 154T, and a month later 
es trail youth- upon whom the royal mantle fell was con- 
Seeted to the Tower of London and there proclaimed Kirtig. 


the last one of the luckless Edwards to pre- 


or - trailing at his sides and heels when he proceeded through 
London on the brief journey, at the end of which he was 
to be dedlared a ruler. Mounted upon a magnificent white 
horse, with soidiers armored and bristling with the ac- 


couterments of war all about him, the youth preceeded to 


the Tower and was proclaimed King with little ceremony 


of state. He was anointed and then King Henry's will was 
read, 


Under it sixteen executors were named to exércise 
the power of the'crown during Edward's minority. To as- 
sist these executors in cases of doubt a segond caunei! of 


“twelve persons.'was also nominated, so that while Edward 


became King in name he w4s in reglity divested af every 
bit of. authority which went with the office. During his 
brief reign, which lasted but six and a half years, he exer- 

cised ptactically no control over public affairs, and he was 


prevented from showing what sort of dominion he might 


have exercised had the reins iat government been placed — 


entirely in his seaidudin by death which came , to him before he 


had completed his sixteenth year. 

At the time of Henry’s death England was at peace, but
